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Canada Sends Supplies 


General de Gaulle has finally got rid of 
General Giraud, for better or worse, and 
made himself master of the Fighting 
French forces, So far as the despatches 
show, he has been going on his own in the 
feud with Giraud, the Allies leaving it to 
the French Committee on National Libera- 
tion to decide the issue. Since de Gaulle 
bosses the Committee there was little 
doubt what the outcome would be. 

The matter having been settled, Can- 
ada has made an agreement by which the 
Committee will obtain supplies from the 
Dominion under the mutual aid plan. 
There is every reason to suppose this will 
turn out to be a substantial contribution to 
the success of the Allied cause. Fighting 
French forces are in action in Italy and 
have large reserves in North Africa, while 
the Committee is working with the under- 
ground anti-Nazi elements in France. A 
promising feature of the situation is that 
Giraud seems to be too good a Frenchman 
and too good a soldier to let revenge 
prompt him to any action that would 
hamper the liberation effort directed by de 
Gaulle.

School Enrolment 


The department of education releases 
some curious figures in regard to school 
enrolment in Edmonton. In March, 1939, 
for instance, when the city’s resident popu- 
lation was only 90,417, the total school en- 
rolment was 15,616. In March, 1944, when 
the resident population is 105,536, the total 
school enrolment has dropped to 14,211. 

It is easy enough to understand why 
school enrolment of older boys and girls 
has declined because there has been heavy 
enlistment in the serVices and in war 
work from these age groups. 

But the decline is not only among older 
students. It goes all the way down the 
various age categories, 

Elementary schools in 1939 had 8,954 
pupils. Now they have only 8,672 with a 
materially increased civic population. 

Intermediate schools in 1939 had 3,344 
pupils. Now they have only 3,135. 

Surely war work and enlistments have 
not seriously affected the age groups re- 
presented in these-grades. 

It would seem that the department’s 
figures would be more intelligible if they 
were accompanied by a fuller explanation 
of the reasons behind this decrease.

Right and Wrong 


The Edmonton branch of the Canadian 
Legion is eminently right in its powerful 
championship of better housing conditions 
in Edmonton. Its demand for action on the 
housing situation, particularly as that 
situation applies distressingly to war vet- 
erans, is completely in line with its fine 
record of achievement and public spirited- 
ness. 

But that record is so excellent and the 
Legion’s work so commendable, that it is 
all the more pathetic that its members 
should fall into the illogical position of con- 
demning civie beautification for the sake of 
emphasizing the housing need. 

It is pitiful that an organization which 
{n general is so intelligently useful should 
find it necessary to hysterically abuse the 
War Services Council for stressing beauti- 
fication when anyone who peruses the 
newspapers knows that the War Services 
Council is pressing the need for housing 
quite as strenuously as it is pressing the 
need for beautification. 

The point is that beautification and 
housing are two major problems which 
need not involve one another at all except 
insofar as it is an established fact that 
home building is always stimulated by a 
beautification program. 

Civie beautification is a matter of in- 
telligent long-term planning, and the ex- 
penditure of such a comparatively small 
amount of money as need not concern a 
city so financially sound as Edmonton is 
at present. 

Housing is a financial problem, of 
course, but only in a secondary way. The 
primary factors in the housing problem are 
labor and materials, 

How a beautification program, begin- 
ning with the projected Macdonald hotel 
park, could possibly interfere in any way 
with an adeouate housing program is be- 
yond comprehension, 

A sane, progressive housing plan is an 
urgent need in Edmonton. It is a major 
need, So far the Canadian Legion is over- 
whelmingly right. 

But so also is a beautification plan an 


urgent and major necessity. In balancing 
the one against the other, the Legion is 
wrong. 
Surely Edmonton people are big enough 
to consider two major projects at one time.

Hopes Versus Facts 


Speaking at Toronto, Secretary Knox 
repeated the warning against thinking that 
the war is about over, or that the worst of 
it is over, This caution is sounded almost 
daily in Canada or in the United States, by 
men in position to know. The object of 
course is to prepare the public for news of 
hard fighting and heavy losses, in either or 
both the great theatres. 

Since the leaders think it necessary to 
emphasize the point, it must be that they 
detect a too common inclination on the 
part of the public to suppose that Germany 


| 
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and Japan are nearing the end of their re- 


sources or their resolution, It is to be 
hoped this is the case, but hoping so is no 
ground upon whcih to assume that it is so. 

The German army is still strong and 
vell equipped, and it is being driven back 
to shorter lines. The Japanese army is 
probably larger than it ever was before 
and as well equipped. Hitler’s U-boats are 
still on the prowl, and Tojo’s battle fleet 
has not been brought to bay. In the ait 
both enemy states have lost superiority 
definitely, but both have powerful defence 
forces, and their ground defences are prob- 
ably more elaborate than they were a 
year ago. 

Both Germany and Japan must be 
invaded and peace dictated in their capital 
cities. These invasions may turn out to be 
less bloody than predicted. But there is no 
certain evidence that panic has seized 
either people or their fighting forces. Un- 
less that happens the Allies must expect 
hard and prolonged fighting before the 
enemy states surrender unconditionally— 
the only kind of surrender the Allies dare 
accept.

|Manpower Is Big Problem 
Of Our Fighting Sister 
Dominion 
By THOMAS DUNBABIN in 
The Sunday Times, Perth, Western 
Australia 
| Manpower is Australla’s prob- 
lem for 1944. With a population 
smaller than that of London or 
of New York, she has to take her 
full share in global war. 

No warring country has ever tried 
to do so much with so few. Austra- 
lia’s area is almost equal to that of 
the U.S.A., but we have little more 
than a twentieth of the population. 
Canada is about a fourth bigger 
than Australia, but has 60 per cent 
more people. 

With an area not a thirtieth of 
ours the United Kingdom has near- 
ly seven times as many people. The 
U.S.S.R. has nearly three times our 
area, and 25 times as many people.

Thinks Americans Want Change 


Weary of Old Faces and 
Old Policies in Seats 


Of Power 
By DOROTHY THOMPSON 

There is no doubt in my mind 
that, all things being equal, the 
people would like a change of gov- 
ernment in Washington, nor can the 
desire be attributed simply to a 
swing toward conservatism, reac- 
tionism, isolationism or any other 
ism.

The people 
want new faces. 
All governments 
need periodic 
housec leanings 
but administra- 
tions are seldom 
able to give them 
to themselves. Dorothy 

Sectionalism Thompson 
plays a great role in discontents. 
The Democratic party represents 
the great cities, the newer genera- 
tions of Americans and the south. 
The New Dé€al was essentially a 
creation of urban intellectuals think- 
ing on behalf of teeming masses, 
more helpless in crises in the great 
cities than elsewhere, and on be- 
half of the most impoverished sec- 
tion of the nation. Its tendencies 
were often paternalistic; its meas- 
ures bore the stamp of their origins. 
To millions of Americans they 
seemed alien. I think it was this, 
rather than their radicalism which 
alienated the people of the smaller 
cities and communities and citizens 
of older American traditions. 

* * * 


It is difficult to pin down 
nuances, though not at all difficult 
to feel them. Senator Norris, for 
instance, is an American progres- 
sive, as rooted in the American soil 
as Indian corn. He waged an un- 
interrupted war against male- 
factors of great wealth and in be- 
half of the public ownership of 


utilities. Why was it, then, that he 
never awakened the sort of dis- 
trust that so many New Dealers 
spontaneously engendered, and re- 
tired, with his fight unfinished, 
enjoying honor and prideful affec- 
tion from the whole nation? 

There is only one answer, I 
think. He spoke the language of 
those millions of Americans for 
whom radicalism has always meant 
independence, distrust of too great 
concentration of power—private or 
public—equality of opportunity, 
fair play and a square deal. He 
spoke in homely terms, free of the 
expert terminology of professional 
economists, and he fought without 
resorting to the sarcasms, ironies, 
veiled innuendoes and smears with 
which the later reformers too often 
seemed to reveal not only of male- 
factors but contempt for ordinary 
humans. 

* * &* 


The growing reaction of the 
middle west to this administration 
has been significant. The middle 
west is not, historically, reaction- 
ary. Actually, it has given birth to 
most progressive American move- 
ments. It was Abraham Lincoln's 
ground; its people were the bul- 
wark against the extension of slav- 
ery; its various farmer-labor and 
populist movements fought in- 
trenched finance—capitalism, mon- 
opoly, the formation of industrial 
empires and vast inherited fortunes. 

But behind middle 
radicalism was always the concept 
of greater freedom and broader 
equality out of which men could 
create their own security. And with 
it all there was a puritan spirit of 
frugality. 

It is natural that the innermost 
part of these states should have 
the greatest sense of American self- 
dependence. But it is not remark- 
able that it should also produce the 
most idealistic internationalists. 
Middle westerners are less con- 
cerned than the east or the south 
with the tempting possibilities of 
foreign trade, and other material- 
istic or power arguments for world 
co-operation. America stretches out 
on either side as far as a car can 
travel in many days, and they are

very certain of the opportunities 
available in America itself. But no 
part of the country kindles more 
spontaneously to ideas as wide as 
their own wheat fields.

The middle west does not take 
kindly to world wars, but it can 
ignite to world peace. It should 
not be forgotten that the American 
who has dared to advocate Ameri- 
can participation in a world organ- 
ization for peace under law, to 
which sovereign America would 
delegate a fraction of her power, 
is Harold Stassen, young Repub- 
lican governor of Minnesota, who 
outran Mr. Willie in the Wisconsin 
primaries, led everyone in Ne- 
braska, and is likely sooner or 
later to be president of these 
United States. 

No party in this country has a 
monopoly on vices or virtues, or 
on Liberalism or Conservatism, 
isolationism or internationalism. 
But various sections and groups 
think in various terms, from vari- 
ous standpoints, and with various 
reservations. Large parts of the 
nation have felt themselves isolated 
during the last years, This is cer- 
tainly a contributing factor to the 
desire for a change. ‘ 
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Page, who knows a great deal about 
rural industries and a fair amount 
about war needs, urged that only 
about 200,000 out of the 800,000 in 
the forces were irreplaceable. Ap- 
parently he would like to set free 
600,000 for other jobs. 

This contrasts with the War Cab- 
inet decision made in October, 1543, 
to release 20,000 men from the 
army for the Food Front. By the 
end of 1943 4,000 of these had been 
released. 

At the same time it was decided 
“that munitions must also release 
20,000 men (not including women) 
for the Food Front and vital indus 
tries. 

It is reported that up to Christ- 
mas munitions had released 13 
men under this ruling. If so that 
left only 19,987 to come. Munitions 
had also let out a number of work- 
ers between 60 and 70, but these 
were extras. 

When men are moved from muni- 
tions proper to aircraft construc- 
tion, and aircraft declines to let 
any men go for vital outside indus- 
tries this is no help. 

From the outbreak of war to 
October 28, 1943, the number of 
men employed in rural industries 
in Australia fell from 500,000 to 
350,000—a fall of 140,000, or 28 per 
cent. 

The number of women employed 
rose from 20,000 to 60,000, leaving a 
net loss (reckoning a woman equal 
to a man—which is true of few 
rural jobs, except milking cows) of 
100,000, or almost 20 per cent, 

Fight days before meat rationing 
began, an official disclosed that 
Australia has 1,000,000 more beef 
cattle than in 1939, 15,000,000 more 
sheep, and more than 500,000 more 
pigs. That means 9 per cent more 
beef cattle, 12 per cent more sheep, 
and 35 per cent more pigs. 

We now have 10,000,000 beef 
cattle, 124,615,000 sheep, and 1,560,- 
000 pigs. Yet, owing to lack of 
manpower to handle fat stock, our 
meat target for 1944, as given by 
the Prime Minister (Mr. Curtin) on 
December 22, is only 1,000,000 tons, 
compared with 963,000 tons pro- 
duced in 939, 

The increased output is under 
4 percent. Yet we ought to be pro- 
ducing this year, on Mr. Curtin’s 
figures, 1,344,000 tons. We have the 
stock, but not the manpower. 

Yet no form of food output gives 
a higher immediate dividend than 
turning into meat fat stock already 
available. Much of it will not stay 
fat if it is not quickly used.

and 40. Of this total 607,700 have 
volunteered to fight anywhere in 
the world. 

Latest figures for munition work- 
ers, including those in aircraft pro- 
duction, are 556,000, Of these 411,- 
000 are men and 145,000 women. 

Australia has made little use, com. 
paratively, of woman-power. O€ 
women and girls over 14 only seven 
per cent. or so are in the services 
or in war work, compared to nearly 
40 per cent, in Britain, Not one- 
third of the women in Australia are 
in full-time employment outside 
their homes. 

Latest figures show 2,814,000 
women and girls in Australia over 
14. Of these 145,000 are in war ins 
dustries and 55,000 in the services, 
The latter figure is now higher. In 
all 840,000 women are employed. 

Britain has 24,250,000 girls and 
women between 14 and 65. Of these 
9,700,000, or 40 per cent., are in the 
services or in war work. 

Of Britain’s 32,250,000 adults 23,- 
350,000 are in the services or in war 
industries.

Australia’s failure to use woman- 
power to the full is indirect as well 
as direct. Much more might have 
been done in employing women to 
release men for war work. 

Women can drive cars at least as 
well as men, All day-time taxis 
could be run by women. Women 
bus and tram conductors are being 
used in a half-hearted way. Women 
make first-rate barbers. More than 
30 years ago the best barber in back- 
ward Burnie (Tas). was a woman. 

Another obstacle to the full use 
of the man, and woman, power 
available is the lack of facilities for 
transfer and training.

U.S. Paratroopers Shot 
wn by Own Guns in

WASHINGTON. — Though the 
nation was shocked at the news of 
the death of 400 U.S. paratroopers 
shot down by our own naval gun- 
ners over Sicily, unfortunately all 
of that tragic story was not then 
told, i r 

Still untold was 
the fact that, after ¥ 
losing 23  trans- fj 
port planes load-f 
ed with 400 men / 
on August 11, we 
lost a second] 
wave of 21 planes 
with almost an- 
other 400 men 
three days later 
—also shot down ‘ 
by U.S. naval 63 
gunners, Drew Pearson 

But perhaps even more import- 
ant is the fact that eight months 
have now passed, and with thous- 
ands of paratroopers poised to be- 
gin the invasion of Europe, no step 
has been taken to provide anything 
but ordinary transport planes to 
carry paratroopers over the second 
front. 

The inside story of what hap- 
pened over Sicily and the failures 


since is set forth here only with the 
hope that it may still move the 
high command to side with the 
younger officers who have fought 
a losing battle to give better pro- 
tection to paratroop-carrying trans- 
ports. Here is the story: 


Disaster 

The first paratroop drop over 
Sicily took place before midnight 
of August 9-10, before the Navy ar- 
rived, and was amazingly success- 
ful. Out of about 500 planes par- 


ticipating, only two were lost. 
General Eisenhower sent his con- 
gratulations. 


Prior to the opening of the 
Sicilian compaign, the paratroop 
operations had been under the 
command of Colonel Mike Dunn, a 
fighting Irishman, who had secured 
an agreement from the Navy that 
it would not fire on any planes go- 
ing into Sicily for fear of mistaken 
identity. 

Once the Navy made this agree- 
ment, it immediately brought pres- 
sure to change it, fearing enemy 
air raids from Sicily, against Allied 
shipping, 

“No,” said Dunn, “your boys are 
light-fingered. They start shooting 
at the drop of the hat and, once one 
starts, the whole bunch will join in, 
They can’t tell who they're firing 
at in the dark.” 

The Navy then proposed that a

(certain air corridor be marked out 
through which U.S. planes could 
fly with safety, but Dunn argued 
that they might get lost, fly off 
course, and be shot down, 

Later, however, Brig. Gen. P. L. 
Williams, then temporarily at loose 
ends, was placed in command of 
the Sicilian air-borne infantry oper- 
ation, and finally yielded to Navy 
pressure, The early order was 
changed, 


Slow Traneports 

So when US. paratroop planes 
came over on the night of Aug. 11, 
in the Gela operation, 23 were shot 
down. It is not fair to say, as pre- 
viously reported, that the Navy 
shot them all. Some undoubtedly 
were downed by the enemy. Also, 
black smoke was pouring up over 
Sicily as a result of fires started by 
our bombers and it was difficult to 
tell who was friend and who was 
foe, 

However, U.S. naval gunfire was 
extremely accurate, and after about 
two shots to get the range, they 
made mincemeat of the slow para- 
troop transports. 

Later, on August 14, another 21 
planes, bringing paratroopers to aid 
the British operation at Catania, 
were shot down by naval gunners— 
probably a combination of U.S, and 
British ships. 

Immediately, a committee of in- 
quiry was appointed in North Africa 
and an investigation was conducted 
to ascertain the causes. The find- 
ings so far have been shrouded 
with a strict veil of secrecy. How- 
ever, it can be revealed that there 
has been vigorous debate inside the 
Air Forees regarding means of pro- 
viding better protection for para- 
troopers, 


To China 
One significant sidelight on Vice- 
President Wallace's forthcoming 


trip to China is that the president 
personally planned to announce it. 


His announcement was planned as |. 


an indirect presidential blessing,.to 
the vice-president, and the politicos 
were expected to draw their own 
conclusions. 

The fact that the White House did 
not make the announcement was a 
pure fluke, due in part to a news- 
paper leak. 

The leak got to a British news- 
paper, the London Daily Mail, which 
tried to file a story to London, 
However, the story was stopped by 
U.S, censors, because it is never 
permissible to publish the move- 
ments of a U.S, cabinet officer, the 
vice-president or the president. 

After the London Daily Mail fail- 
ed, R. T. Bowman, of the Southam 
newspapers in Canada, attempted to 
file the story to Canada, Once 
again, the censor intervened. 

Only then did the story leak out 
to U.S. newspapermen in the State 


Department press room, who im- 


out of parliament. There is a flurry 
of pamphlets.

Who does not recall the hue and 
ery about social security in New 
Zealand? And who hears a murmur 
along this line from the C.C.F. 
these days? Then there was the 
great play about aluminum, But 
here, too, the C.C.F. seems to have 
lost interest since the aluminum 
contracts were investigated by a 
special committee of the House of 
Commons and approved. 

It was in June, 1940, that the 
C.C.F. first got wind that New 
Zealand had decided to raise 
money during the war by com- 
pulsory, interest-free loans. Mr. 
Coldwell went for this in great 
style. At page 1231 of Hansard, 1940, 
Mr. Caldwell will be found declar- 
ing that this was an ideal policy 
and one which the C.C.F. desired to 
see adopted by the Canadian gov- 
ernment, 

“Then, too,” said Mr, Coldwell, 
“we might ask our people, as they 
did in New Zealand, to contribute 
at this time their money to the in- 
terest free loans for war purposes 
... I think we have a right to ex- 
pect that those who have large 
blocks of money might also be asked 
and perhaps, as in New Zealand, 
even compelled at this time to lend 
at least a portion of their wealth to 
the state without interest.” 

And again at page 1342: “In 
other words, where there are large 
accumulations of wealth, the gov- 
ernment of our sister Dominion pro- 
poses that the government shall 
have power to compel, if necessary, 
the lending of a portion of that 
wealth without interest for three 
years, the estimated duration of the 
war.” 

* * * 


A great deal was heard of New 
Zealand's interest-free compulsory 
loans over the next few months, 
and by March 25, 1941, Mr. Cold- 
well had worked himself up to the 
point of moving an amendment to 
the War Appropriations Bill, call- 
ing for interest-free loans up to 
$1,300,000,000. This motion was 
ruled out of order but a re-drafted 
motion was put up by Mr. Coldwell 
later in the debate.

Gifts would 
be welcomed. By severe taxation 
the government already was con- 
scripting wealth to a greater extent 
than men were being conscripted 
and so on. Mr. Isley doubted very 
much if New Zealand would get 
far with compulsory, interest-free 
loans, 

In the debate which followed, the 
C.C.F. extolled New Zealand and 
belittled their own government, 
They lined up in a minority of 167 
to 8 (page 1865). 

The campaign to ape New Zea- 
land on compulsory interest-free 
loans went on for a time. Mr. Cold- 
well will be found repeating his 
adulations on June 13, 1941, page 
4004; “Already they have organized 
wealth and industry and they have 
compelled wealth to lend its money 
without interest to the state,” etc, 
etc,

And then the long silence began, 
No more was heard of this splen- 
did episode in New Zealand, If 
any one cares to pursue the sub- 
ject, he will find the CCF, 
speeches barren and unprofitable, 

By July, 1941, compulsory in- 
terest-free loans in New Zealand 
were admittedly a failure, Mr, 
Nash was reported as saying that 
no compulsion would be applied 
and in the budget speech of July, 
1941, the subject was not even

mentioned, And since October, 
1943, New Zealand is paying in- 
terest at 24% per cent on the money 
which was supposed to be interest- 
free. 

This sequel has somehow escaped 
the vigilance of the C.C.F, and no 
doubt will prove to be interesting 
to Mr. Coldwell. And in case the 
C.C.F, research staff is unequal to 
the task, it might be pointed out 
that the Canadian government, 
under the voluntary method, re- 
ceived interest-free money to the 
amount of $16,507,738. Of this, a sub- 
stantial part has been redeemed but 
more than $9,000,000 remains.

There is another small point of 
policy-—-ihis time in Australia-—on 
which a word or two may save the 
C.C.F. the trouble of a passing tems 
pest. This point concerns the an- 
nouncement of the Australian gov- 
ernment on Feb. 10, 1942, that ware 
time profits were to be limited to 
four per cent of capital, 

Here, however, the sequel came 
rather swiftly in a second an- 
nouncement, on Aug. 3, 1942, that 
the Australian government had de- 
cided to drop the policy. On that 
day, Mr. Curtin, the Labor premier, 
said: 

“Full cabinet decided today 
that owing to iusuperable diffi- 
culties in providing a just appli- 
cation of the four per cent profits 
tax to the various categories of 
income receivers, the proposed 
tax has been abandoned. The gov- 
ernment is, however, concerned 
at the importance of restricting 
excess costs and high profits, 
which are an impediment to the 
nation’s war effort, and will take 
the necessary steps to ensure that 
excessive profits are not made.” 

The mora! of all this is that sens- 
ible people will take the clamor of 
the C.C.F, from time to time with 
the degree of reserve which the 
record of the party in such matters 
warrants, and will not regret that 


the C.C.F. was not in a position to 
impose these here-today-and-gone- 
tomorrow ideas on this country.

All were among Canadian Army 
personnel from overseas who re- 
turned recently on the hospital ship 
Lady Nelson. 

Although they have received 
painful and serious wounds in near- 
ly every case men of The Loyal Ed- 
monton Regiment were almost de- 
fiantly proud of their regiment. 
BEST OUTFIT IN ARMY 

“The best d——d outfit in the 
Canadian Army. We beat the best of 
three crack German divisions on 
the way up to and at Ortona,”’ was 
the way the men of the Edmontons 
summed it up 

One of the returning Edmontons 


declared he hadn't the slightest 
doubt that the “Canadians could 


take Cassino. I’m surprised they} 


never sent the Canadians up there,” 
he said. 

To the enemy men of The Edmon- 
tons paid this grim tribute: 

“The young kids fight to the 
last. They are still confident they 
will win the war. The older men 
in the German army know the 
war is lost and surrender read- 
ily. The paratroopers are all real 
Nazis, but even these are afraid 
of the First Canadian Division.” 

One other thing is certain, so the 
returning soldiers declared. 

“The Canadians are better train- 
ed than the best of the enemy 
troops although the latter are very 
cunning and have had the advant- 
age of better defence positions so 
far,” 


DEADLIEST WEAPONS 

Mortars and 88 millimetre guns 
are the deadliest weapons the Nazi 
troops have used against the Can- 
adians to date. 

Pte. Marvil Runyon of Viking left 
Edmonton with The Loyal Edmon 
ton Regiment in 1939. He has 25 

separate shrapnel wounds received 
at Ortona where he says the Ed- 
montons suffered 432 casualties. 

Maj. W. Cromb and Maj. Long- 
hurst commanded the company he 
was with at different times. 

“You couldn't beat our company 
commanders,” he said. 

“A shell exploded 10 feet from 
me and got eight of us. Three of 
the fellows lost legs. | lay there 
about four hours as there were 
tanks behind us and we couldn't 
be taken back. Street fighting 
was going on around me all the 
time. Finally stretcher bearers 
came and carried me back. 

“The spirit of the Edmonton boys 
is just wonderful,’ he concluded,
